An increase in classes is helping 
the Student Recreation and Wellness 
Center to see more sweat and calorie 
burning than ever before. z 

According to Dave Edwards, 
director of the University Student 
Union, the SRWC has been averag- 
ing around 350 more visits per day 
compared to this time last year. 

“T’ve been using the [SRWC] more 
this year, because every Wednesday, 
I ‘have a five-hour break between 
classes, so I head over and work out,” 
junior criminal justice major Cam- . 
eron Presti said. 

The number of visitors to the 
SRWC has increased-each year since 
its opening. According to data pro- 
vided by Dave Edwards, through 
the first eight weeks of the fall 2010 
semester, the SRWC had 128,864 
student visits. In 2011, that number 
increased to 133,367. 

This year, though, student visits 
increased to 146,102 throughout the 
first eight weeks, marking a nearly 10 
percent increase from 2011. 

“There’s something special going 
on at .Cal State Long Beach when it 
comes to the Rec. Center,’ Edwards 
said. 

According to Associated Students 
Inc. Communications Coordinator 
Christina Esparza, 62 percent of the 
student population visits the SRWC. 

“Tt’s something that students want 
and are demanding statewide,” she 
said. 

Edwards said he attributes the 
increase to the additional programs 
and services that the SRWC is offer- 
ing, like more mid-afternoon fitness 
classes. Overall participation in fit- 
ness classes throughout the first half 
of the fall semester increased from 
1,575 individuals in 2010 ta.6,240 in 
2012. ~ 

Junior business finance major 
Mark Colma said that he tries to go 
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an outspoken. women’s education ac- 
tivist and won Pakistan’s first National 
Youth Peace Prize. Her efforts brought 
her international fame-and ire from the 
local arm of the Taliban. 

On her way home from school on 
Oct. 9, her bus was stopped. A man 
came on and asked for Yousafzai by 
name. He pointed a gun at her head 
and fired. 

Yousafzai survived, and on _ the 
other side of the world, Cal State Long 


Beach student Joseph Flores is doing 


all he can to help her, 

Flores, a -sophomore journalism 
major, said with the turbulent state of 
California’s higher education system, 
Yousafzai’s struggle seemed relatable. 

“It hits home,” he said. “She’s fight- 
ing for education.” 

Inspired by Yousafzai, Flores went 
to work. He started a campaign. last 
Tuesday to raise money for Yousafzai 
on Indiegogo, a website that allows

people and organizations to fundraise 
for nearly any cause. s 

Flores set a goal of $3,000, and by 
Thursday he raised $100. His cam- 
paign, however, was then shut down on 
the same day. 

Indiegogo, Flores said, went 
through and cleansed their system of 
all fundraisers for Yousafzai not di- 
rectly linked to her and her family 
because of a large number of accounts 
falsely claiming to be raising money 


for Yousafzai. Flores said he was dis- 
heartened but determined to continue 
his efforts. 

Meanwhile,’ Yousafzai was taken to 
the United Kingdom for medical treat- 
ment and was reunited with her family . 
after-several days of being apart. Her 
father said she was recovering at an 
“encouraging speed,” according to the 
New York Times. 
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Professor rocks out with the 
Easter Island moai statues 


Carl Lipo will 
appear on NOVA in 
November.

Cal State Long -Beach profes- 
sor Carl Lipo and his colleague have 
earned national recognition for doing 
what few others could accomplish — 
teaching Easter Island’s moai statues 
how to walk. 

Lipo, an anthropology professor, 
and his colleague Terry Hunt spent 10 
years researching the culture of Easter 
Island. To honor their achievements, 
PBS SoCal and the CSULB College 
of Liberal Arts will host a discussion 
of their work, presenting portions of a 
soon-to-be-aired PBS NOVA/National 
Geographic documentary that details 
their findings. 

The event will also include a ques- 


tion-and-answer session with Lipo, 
Hunt, NOVA Executive Producer John 
Bredar and NOVA Senior Science Edi- 
tor Evan Hadingham. CLA Dean David 
Wallace will moderate the discussion. 

Lipo said he thinks students will 
find the event interesting. 

“The idea of walking a statue seems 
really implausible, and we seriously 
doubted we could do it before we 
tried,” Lipo said via email, “but what is 
amazing is that once we got a couple of 
details down, the statue really ‘walks’ 
almost on its own.” 

Lipo and Hunt’s research revealed a 
new theory on how the multi-ton moai 
statues were moved across the island 
by the Rapa Nui, people indigenous to 
the island. They published their find- 
ings in a book, which inspired the tele- 
vision documentary that PBS SoCal 
TV will air at 9 p.m. on Nov. 7. Their 
work was also featured in July’s issue 
of National Geographic. 

In the documentary, Lipo and Hunt 
demonstrate that as few as 18 people

“She told me that I should try to fo- 
cus my efforts on their campaign,” he 
said. “If I could raise money ard do- 
nate it to their campaign, it would be 
just as good.”

Flores said he is planning ways to 
raise money for Yousafzai and hopes 
that her story will help heighten 
awareness of Middle East issues here 
in the U.S. 

“A great injustice is going on in 
the Middle East, and no one seems 
to care because it’s not their prob- 
lem,” he said. “The whole Middle 
East has been treated unfairly for 
many, many years, and nobody 
seems to understand the great 
amount of suffering and injustice

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Hurricane 
Sandy 
barrels 
toward the 
Northeast 


Hurricane Sandy churned the At- 
lantic Ocean as it barreled northward, 
bringing fierce winds, drenching rains 
and flooding to the nation’s Northeast, 
where officials warned residents to stay 


home and ordered those along coast- - 


lines to head to high ground. 

“Get out before you can’t,” Connecti- 
cut’s governor, Dannel Malloy, told res- 
idents of his state ‘early Monday. 

New Jersey’s Gov: Chris Christie was 
more blunt: “Don’t be stupid. Get out.” 

Christie said Monday that there 
was already flooding along the Bar- 
rier Islands and said the flooding will 
increase later in the day as the high tide 
rolls in. In addition, there were 35,000 
people without power in the state. 

Sandy, described as a behemoth 

superstorm that is strengthening as 
.it moves toward land, was about 300 
miles southeast of New York at 11 a.m. 
EDT, according to the National Hur- 
ricane Center. The center of the storm 
is expected to hit in the mid-Atlantic 
coast around southern New Jersey and 
is expected to affect some 50 million 
people in the nation’s most heavily pop- 
ulated corridor.

more than 85 mph with higher gusts 
and is moving north and westward at 
about 20 mph. . 

New York’s harbor, bridges and ma- 
jor roads — normally a frenzy of Mon- 
day morning commuters — were quiet 
as the sun rose. Whitecaps dotted the 
waters around the Statue of Liberty, 
lower Manhattan, and in the East and 
Hudson rivers, where all ferry service 
was halted. 
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Schools were ordered shut across 
several states and even the federal gov- 
ernment closed-down, as did Wall Street 
trading. Transportation was at a crawl 
because of bridge and tunnel closures 
and thousands of flights were canceled. 

As many as half a.million people — 
10 percent of the region’s population — 
were warned by their elected leaders to 
head to high ground before the worst of 
the weather hits. 


Forecasters said the hurricane could 
blow ashore Monday night or early 
Tuesday along the New Jersey. coast, 
then cut across into Pennsylvania 
and travel up through New York on 
Wednesday. 

It isn’t just Sandy that was the prob- 
lem. Other storms, one from the West 
and cold air from Canada, are expected 
to merge with the hurricane as the trio 
of ill winds blow northward. 
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Complicating the situation is the ex- 
pected surge of water pushed by winds 
onto the shores along the Atlantic. A 
full moon means that tides will be at the 
highest. In some areas, surges of 4 to 12 
feet are expected, more than enough to 
flood low-lying regions, mainly in New 
York and New Jersey.

Two of the most important 
propositions on the California bal- 
lot this year are Proposition 30 and 
Proposition 38. Both are initiatives 
that would change tax rates and af- 

fect the 
state’s

system. 
One could pass, neither could pass, 
or both could pass — in this case 
the one with the majority vote 
would win. 

In one corner we have Prop. 30, 
which will raise California’s sales 
tax and increase the income tax on 
those making more than $250,000 
a year. 

If Prop. 30 does not pass, it 
will have to compensate for debt 
through trigger cuts to California’s 
budget. The education system will 
be hit mightily. The University of 
California system, the Cal State 
University system, the California 
Community College system and 
K-12 schools will all see massive 
cuts. 

The CSU system will lose $250 
million alone and Cal State Long 
Beach will see a $13 million loss in 
particular. 

In the other-corner we have Prop. 
38, which will raise the sales tax on 
everyone making more than $7,316 
annually. The lowest earners will 
see a 0.4 percent increase and the 
highest — earning more than $2.5 
million annually — will see 2.2 
percent. 

Some of the money generated 
from both propositions will go to 


help K-12 schools and early childhood programs. Only Prop. 30 


will give money to higher education. 


Our editorial board was not unanimous with the decision, but 
a.great majority did vote in favor of Prop. 30. Why? Because the 
passage of Prop. 30 is integral to the future of higher education in 


California. 


Students are tired of their tuition raising, but Prop. 30’s failure 


will guarantee that it will raise more. 

It will be nearly impossible to graduate on time because classes 
will be cut, impacted or tough to crash. 

If Prop. 30 fails, CSU students will see a 5 percent tuition in- 
crease starting in the spring. 

With so much money at stake, both in our school’s budget and 
our own wallets, there is a metaphorical gun to students heads to 


vote for Prop. 30’s passage. 

If Prop. 30 passes, we students at CSULB will see a $498 refund. 
Another incentive for us to vote in favor of Prop. 30. . 

Since Prop. 30 has been placed on the ballot it has been the thorn 


in California’s education side. We students need to exercise our 


vote and help save our education. Being silent on this issue will be 
more detrimental than imaginable.

female body has ways to 
try to shut that whole thing 
down. But let’s assume 
that maybe that didn’t work or something. I think 
there should be some punishment, but the punish- 
ment ought to be on the rapist and not attacking 
the child.” ” 

First, takea moment to re-read that comment 
and then consider that it came from a person who 
is a state representative and was somehow elected 
to lead in that capacity. Next, take a moment to 
consider the asinine notion that there is such a 
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thing as a “legitimate rape.” Finally, and perhaps 
most frighteningly of all, realize that Akin is not 
the only one who believes this. 

Two months after Akin essentially vomited

‘Cloud Atlas’ is a massively ambitious adventure 


The film features six intertwin 
ing storylines and actors play- 
ing multiple characters.

“Cloud Atlas,” the new collaborative film by the 
Wachowski Siblings and Tom Tykwer is one of the 
most bizarre and complex cinematic efforts of this 
generation. For this reason many people will be put off 
by it, but those who give it a chance will be rewarded 
with an exciting and mind-bending experience that is 
like nothing that has ever come before it. 

The film contains six radically different storylines 
that span from 1850 to a distant post-apocalyptic fu- 
ture. Rather than being told in their entirety, the stories 
are broken up and layered on top of each other. Each 
story is tangentially related to the one before it through 
one character reading the journals or letters of another. 

These stories unravel in chronological order and 
then go back and forth through the timelines, show- 


ing the relations and similarities of the characters and 
stories as the decisions of one person affect the lives 
of those who follow in their footsteps. The connective 
tissue between the stories is blatant at some points and 
entirely ambiguous at others. ; 

Tom Hanks and Halle Berry are the primary players 
in the film, playing a vast array of characters from all 
walks of life. Hanks is fantastic as a diabolically evil 
doctor on an 1850 sailing ship, a nuclear scientist and 
a tribal goat herder in a post-apocalyptic world. Berry 
plays a feisty investigative reporter in the 1970s, the 
wife of a famous musician and a futuristic visitor who 
hopes to save mankind. 

The first hour of the film is somewhat hard to fol- 
low. All of the storylines and characters are intro- 


duced all at once, and the relationship between the sto- 
ries is unclear. However, as the viewer becomes more 
accustomed to the way the stories are being told, the 
structure of the film becomes more comfortable. By 
the third act, the six storylines can almost be seen as 
one single story about how humans continue to make 
the same mistakes from generation to generation. 

The film is an interesting experiment on how we 
consume stories in different genres and styles. Using 
precise editing and pacing, the filmmakers are able to 
cut seamlessly between a breakout at an old peoples’ 
home and a gunfight in futuristic Asia without losing 
any momentum at all. It goes to prove that no matter 
how different some stories may seem to be, they are 
always comparable in some way. 

Similarly, all human beings, male or female, old or 
young go through the same choices, conflicts and tri- 
umphs as everyone else. One simple act of kindness or 
evil can send ripples through the timeline that can be 
seen decades into the future. 

“Cloud Atlas” is not a perfect film, but its massive 
ambition, colorful characters and impressive film- 
making make for an unforgettable experience at the 
movies. It takes the audience on a long journey that 
will follow them long after the credits roll, and will 
work its way into their dreams at night like a long lost 
memory of a past life.

‘Neighborhood 3’ shows the perils of video game addiction 


The play takes place ina 
virtual world that has taken 
over children’s lives. _

The line between online life and reality under 
the imminent threat of zombies is blurred in the 
University Player’s second production, “Neigh- 
borhood 3: Requisition of Doom” written by Jen- 
nifer Haley and directed by Travis Biship. Playing 
in the Player’s Theater on the west side of the Cal 
State Long Beach campus, this production imme- 
diately immerses the audience into the world of an 
online video game and the effect it has on the rela- 
tionships between the characters. 

The play’s setting and the home of the charac- 
ters is a suburban neighborhood made up of iden- 
tical houses: Within the neighborhood, teenagers 
are completely addicted to a video game that uses 
satellite technology to create a setting identical to 
their actual neighborhood. : 


Throughout the play the effects of the video 
game on domestic and social matters grow more 
and more threatening. The small cast of versatile 
actors play multiple roles throughout the produc- 
tion and give different perspectives on the effects 
of the game on their relationships. 

Daniel Nakawatase plays the “Father-Type” 
and Jasmine McLeod plays the “Mother-Type,” 
who voice their worries and frustrations and try to 
connect with their completely consumed children. 
Andrew. Puente plays the “Son-Type” and Suzan- 
nah Gratz plays the “Daughter-Type” who are of- 
ten shown as players in the game. 

The relationships between the characters vary 
scene by scene. The young people’s addiction to 
the game is so strong that conversations about 
things other than the game are almost nonexis- 
tent. A notable scene involves the Daughter-Type 
attempting to use her womanly. charm to connect 
with the Son-Type, but he is so focused on playing 
the game he seems blind to anything else. 

Another fascinating scene involves the Father- 
Type, who is forced to get his daughter’s attention 
after a siren blares outside. He is driven to force- 
fully move despite her complete resistance. This 
illuminates the zombie-like mindlessness of the 
teenagers. 


Near the end, two siblings talk about how they 
see no point in taking part in an intervention for 
their alcoholic father. This offers the idea of escap- 
ism, a valid reason why the game has taken over 
their lives. 

__ The stage is covered in checkered post-it notes, 
which is how the players are given clues in the 
game. Televisions scatter the stage floor as well 
as above the stage that broadcast a live video 
feed. Even when there are scenes occurring that 
are not a part of the game, the stage and the feed 
give a disconnected feel to the whole production. 

Actor Eric Larson gives a fascinating perfor- 
mance as a personification of the game itself. He 
plays a narrator for the transition between scenes 
in the form of a video walkthrough. Each perfor-_ 
mance is also filmed live and he often carries the 
camera. This character is literally embedded in the 
audience from the start, which represents the ubiq- 
uitous nature of the game. 

“Neighborhood 3: Requisition of Doom” runs 
through Saturday. Performances are Tuesday 
through Saturday at 8 p .m. with Saturday mati- 
nees at 2 p.m. Tickets are $15 for general admis- 
sion and $12 for seniors and students with valid 
ID.

Arroyo earns 
career-defining 
win in upset 
over No. 5 
California 


The A9ers ended a 
35-year losing streak 
against the Bears.

All coaches will say that one of their 
main goals is to compete in every game, 
and Gavin Arroyo is no different. . 

Arroyo delivers this message to his 
team day-in and day-out as he prepares 
them for the improbable. Seven years 
into his run as head coach of the Long 
Beach State men’s water polo team, Ar- 
royo finally’saw the 49ers through to a 
landmark win as his team knocked off 
No. 5 California 11-10 Saturday after- 
noon at the Spieker Aquatics Complex. 

The upset victory marked.a series of 
firsts for an Arroyo-led squad. It was 
the first win against a top-five team for 
the 49ers (19-5, 1-2 Mountain Pacific 
Sports Federation) under Arroyo and 
the first win for LBSU over Cal (10-7, 
1-3 MSPF) in 35 years. 

The victory also launched the “Nin- 
ers from ninth to fifth in the MSPF

standings, as they leapfrogged UC Ir- 
vine, Pacific, Pepperdine and Cal. 

For the last several years, The Beach 
has stood relevant in MPSF Tourna- 
ment discussion but never qualified 
for the postseason. The 49ers had their 
hearts broken last year, as they lost to 
Pepperdine in double overtime and to 
UCI by a single goal on the road. Such 
disappointments ultimately pushed the 
‘Niners to the brink and out of the play- 
off picture. Past seasons had the coach- 
ing staff and players alike striving for 
a very similar goal: get to the MPSF 


Tournament. 

Fast-forward to the present year, and 
the tune has changed for the 49ers. The 
goal, ever critical to a team’s motiva- 


‘tion, is no longer focused on merely 


postseason qualification. This team 
wants to know how far it will go. This 
team wants a championship. 

Milos Vrzic said he believes that his 


team is primed to make a run in confer- . 


ence play. 

“One game can change everything,” 
Vrzic said. “We’re hungry. We want to 
keep winning to improve our position- 


ing for the tournament.” 


The 49ers: stunned Cal and nearly 


took down No, 3 Stanford (12-4, 4-2) on 
Sunday. Despite leading the Cardinal 
5-4 at the half, they ultimately dropped 
the contest, 12-11, at the Avery Aquatic 
Center. Prior to the northern California 
road trip, LBSU had played just one 
conference game: a 13-7 loss to No. | 
Southern California (20-0, 5-0). Sixth- 
ranked Pepperdine (11-7, 3-2) and No. 7 
Pacific (9-7, 0-2) were the other MPSF 
teams to match up with the ‘Niners dur- 
ing the tournament schedule, and each 


emerged victorious. 

As aresult of LBSU’s win over Cal, 
the conference has been put on high 
alert. The Beach will have an oppor- 
tunity to prove its mettle this weekend 
when it faces No. 2 UCLA on the road 
and Pacific at home. 

The 49ers’ ascent to the MSPF top 
five can be credited to Arroyo’s leader- 
ship and recruiting. The seventh-year 
head coach brought in his best recruit- 
ing class to date for 2012, and its im- 
pact was immediate. 

Sophomore junior college transfer 
Balint Meszaros has become the start- 
ing goalkeeper. Spencer White left Cal 
for LBSU for the MBA program and 
has accumulated 49 goals in 24 games 
this. season. Nolan McConnell joined 
his brother Nathan at The Beach in 
what was arguably Arroyo’s best catch 
of the offseason. The freshman at- 
tacker has broken out with 11 goals in 
his last five games after yielding scor- 
ing opportunities to the more senior 
members of the team earlier in the year. 
Zacchary Kappos, another freshman, 
has scored 22 goals in 23 games com- 
ing off the bench. 

Team chemistry is instrumental to 
any team’s success, and this year’s 
squad is closer than ever. Multiple play- 
ers have pointed to this, calling the 
team a brotherhood of sorts. 

“T feel that the chemistry within this 
team is very special,” third-year starter 
Nick Rascon said. “We play for each oth- 
er, and that is a huge part of our success.” 

The 49ers will look to ride their mo- 
mentum into a pair of MPSF matchups 
with major playoff implications this 
weekend. The’ Beach will visit UCLA 
on Saturday before returning home on 
Sunday for an important battle with Pa- 
cific. Both games will start at noon.
